Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-16, 18-20 and 66 have been canceled. Claims 37-42 have been amended. Currently, 
claims 17, 21-65 and 67 are under Examination. The Examiner has renumbered the said active 
claims as claims 1 to 47. 

Allowance

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Valiaeva discloses a series of pseudopeptides analogues useful in the inhibition of Folyl-poly- 
gamma glutamate synthetase; Tokutake discloses the synthesis and Evaluation of transition states 
analogue Inhibitors of E. coli gamma glutamylcysteine Synthetase and Katoh et al discloses 
analogues inhibitors of E. coli gamma glutamylcysteine Synthetase. The cited references, 
however do not disclose or suggest the compounds described in the instant invention.
